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ABSTRACT 

With the new development in instructional techniques 
and styles, the quantification and description of faculty workload 
becomes increasingly more difficulty. At the Hawaiian community 
colleges, certain changes were made in the methodology of computing 
PTF for students and faculty, and average class size, They divided 
the total student credit hours by 15, counted division chairmen as 
two-thirds FTE, and excluded certain classes such as directed study 
in the computation of class size. This resulted in a lower FTE for 
students and faculty and an increase in average class size. By 
ccoaparing course registration reports, schedules of classes, and 
faculty-staff reports, it was determined that faculty workload has 
stabilized at about 16.4 class contact hours or 13.3 credit hours 
taught. Generally, a lighter teaching load was noted for instructors 
in terms of hours and faculty-student ratio. But statewide community 
college figures show considerable increases in all areas: number of 
students, faculty, courses, classes, etc, Tabular data are presented, 
showing general FTE information as well as more detailed: breakdown 
for each campus in terms of subject areas taught. (MJK) 
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Introduction 


Much interest and concem are being expressed in regard to the use of 
faculty resources, the largest investment in education. The quantification 
and description of workload become increasingly difficult with the many 
and various ways by which ''instruction'' is being planned and designed. This 
report is an attempt to describe as accurately as possible some of the ways in 
which faculty are interacting with students. 


Sources of Data 


SIS Computer Report 3010 and 3011 series (Course Registration Reports), 
which provide raw and summary data on faculty-student workload based on 
student credit hours were used as the primary documents for this report. 
(Data for these reports were abstracted from students' class registration 
data.) Computer reports 3030 (Scheduie of Classes list) and Faculty-Staff 
Information System (FSIS) reports were used as reference points. Standard 
form 5Bs (personnel transaction forms) in the Vice President's office were 
used to obtain a count on full-time equivalent faculty for staff on overload 
and tor lecturers. The deans of instruction and/or the registrars of the 
colleges were also consulted for certain information. 


Population Included 


The information for this report is based on registration data 
including the following groups of students registered in the regular credit 
programs; Classified and unclassified students, early admittees, concurrent 
registrants, and other special students whose registration records are 
processed through the SIS. All computer reports are as of early October. 
The data have been "updated'’ since and where possible, certain changes have 


been made. 


Ad jus tments 


Equivalent credits were established for classes with variable credits 
based on averages; contact hours for learning laboratory type of classes 
were computed on the minimum hours of class attendance required as stated 
in the catalog or by the deans of instruction. (In this serse, the contact 
nours tor lab classes may be "overstated" since students may exit from the 
class when they have completed the course requirements.} Contact hours for 
classes meeting on “hours arranged” basis could not he computed,

Changes 


Certain changes were made in the methodology of canputing FTE ane 
(Full-time Eguivalent) students, instructors and average class size this 
fall to effectuate consistency within the University of Hawaii system in 
obtaining workload information. In a sense therefore, the data for 1974 


are not comparable to those of the previous years. 


The specific changes are: 


ETE students: divide total SCH taken by 15 credits. 
This change results in a lower FTE student 
count for all colleges. 


FTE instructors: (1) count division chairmen as 2/3 FTE; 
(2) include the FTE count of non-instructors 
(such as counselors) teaching courses. In 
certain colleges with many division chainnen, 
this means a lower FTE count of instructors 
resulting in higher workload figures. 


Average Class size: exclude certain classes such as directed 
studies, etc. in calculating average class size. 
Larger average class sizes are therefore shown 
for most of the colleges.

3. Numerical and/or proportionate decline in small classes are noted 
for honolulu, Leeward and windward Community Colleges while the reverse is 
noted for the remaining three colleges. 


|, Among the reasons given for the existence of these low-enrollment 
classes are: (1) incomplete registra.:on data for classes scheduled for 
the second 8 weeks; (2) limited facilities in certain courses; (3) enrollment 
ceilings set by program demands especially in the health programs; (4) obli- 
gation to meet graduation requirements for certain majors, etc.
